To  the  Worshipful  the  Mayor,  the  Aldermen,  and  Town  Councillors — the 
Sanitary  Authority  of  the  City  of  Chichester. 


Gentlemen, 

I beg  respectfully  to  lay  before  you  my  Annual  Report  of  the  Public 
Health  of  the  City  for  the  year  1895,  and  I have  the  pleasure  to  state  that 
it  is  very  satisfactory,  when  compared  with  the  three  preceding  years  of 
1892,  1893,  1894. 

The  number  of  Births  during  the  year  has  been  261,  viz.  : — 131  Males 
and  130  Females,  and  estimating  the  Population  of  the  City  (including  the 
extended  District,  and  allowing  for  the  yearly  increase  of  Births  over 
Deaths)  to  be  in  round  numbers,  10,600,  the  Birth-rate  is  24.6  per  1,000 
per  annum  ; in  the  first  quarter  there  were  72  (viz.: — 32  Males  and  40 
Females)  in  the  second  quarter  54  (viz.  : — 26  Males  and  28  Females)  in  the 
third  quarter  68  (viz.  : — 38  Males  and  30  Females)  and  in  the  fourth  quarter 
67  (viz.  : — 35  Males  and  32  Females.) 

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  during  the  year,  exclusive  of  non- 
residents, who  died  at  the  Infirmary,  has  been  151  (viz.: — 79  Males  and  72 
Females)  the  increase  of  Births  over  Deaths  has,  therefore,  been -Li  o,  In 
the  first  quarter  there  were  54  (viz.: — 29  Males  and  25  Females)  in  the 
second  quarter  23  (viz.: — 11  Males  and  12  Females)  in  the  third  quarter  35 
(viz.: — 15  Males  and  20  Females)  and  in  the  fourth  quarter  39  (viz.: — 24 
Males  and  15  Females)  making  the  Death-rate  for  the  first  quarter  to  be  20 
per  1,000  per  annum,  for  the  second  quarter  8.4,  for  the  third  quarter  13.2 
and  for  the  fourth  quarter  14.4  per  1,000  per  annum,  while  that  for  the  whole 
year  has  been  14.2  ; the  Death-rate  for  the  year  1894,  was  16.9,  for  1893, 
15.6,  for  1892,  18.8  and  for  1891,  17.4.  The  following  Table  shows  the 
ages  at  which  the  deaths  occurred.

The  Deaths  of  persons  between  70  and  80  years  of  age  were  27, 
between  80  and  90  yeai^s,  16,  and  1 at  91,  and  1 at  98  years.  The  ages  of 
persons  from  a distance,  who  died  at  the  Infirmary,  were — under  15  years 
o,  between  15  years  and  under  25,  2,  between  25  and  under  65,  7,  and  65 
years  and  upwards,  4 — 13. 

There  were  55  Notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  during  the  year, 
including  1 1 cases  from  the  Infirmary,  of  persons  from  a distance  ; of  the 
44  cases  within  the  Chichester  Urban  District  there  were  —

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Of  the  ii  cases  notified  from  the  Infirmary,  i was  of  Scarlet  Fever, 
from  Birdham,  and  io  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever,  all  from  Westbourne. 
The  number  of  Notifications  in  1894,  was  82,  including  6 from  the 
Infirmary,  and  for  1893,  132  ; in  all  the  cases  within  the  Chichester 
District,  the  houses  were  promptly  visited  by  me,  and  instructions  given  for 
Isolation,  and  disinfection,  and  general  Sanitary  arrangements.  The  Tables 
A and  B of  further  details  of  the  Births  and  Deaths  for  the  year,  as  required 
by  the  Local  Government  Board,  are  completed,  as  far  as  practicable,  and 
accompany  this  Report. 

There  were  only  24  Patients  admitted  into  the  Isolation  Hospital,, 
during  the  year,  22  of  them  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever,  i of  whom  died  ; 
all  the  others  made  satisfactory  recoveries,  the  other  2 cases  were  suffering 
from  Diphtheria;  in  1894,  there  were  38  cases,  and  in  1893,  56  cases 
admitted  into  the  Hospital. 

There  has  been  a temporary  increase  of  the  Population  of  upwards  of 
300  in  the  District  during  the  year,  and  which  will  continue  for  the  next 
two  years,  during  the  building  of  the  West  Sussex  Lunatic  Asylum,  but 
this  will  not  materially  affect  the  foregoing  Statistics. 

There  have  been  94  fresh  houses  supplied  with  water  from  the 
Chichester  Water  Company’s  Works,  raising  the  number  supplied-^,  -tW— 
end  of  1895,  to  1,377. 

I have  made  upwards  of  250  domiciliary  visits  during  the  year  within 
the  District,  including  all  the  Cottages  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  with 
reference  to  Notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases,  complaints  of  Nuisances, 
&c.,  the  details  of  which  have  been  fully  reported  upon,  and  duly  laid 
before  the  Sanitary  Committee  from  time  to  time,  and  I have  visited  the 
Isolation  Hospital  regularly  once,  and  often  twice  a week. 

There  is  still  an  urgent  necessity  for  three  or  four  Public  Urinals  in 
the  City,  as  complaints  of  Nuisances,  which  would  be  abated  by  them,  are 
being  constantly  made  to  me. 

The  Main  Drainage  Works  being  now  completed,  the  system  is  in 
full  operation,  and  the  connections  of  the  houses  with  it  are  being  gradually 
proceeded  with,  and  it  appears  to  be  working  very  satisfactorily,  to  the 
great  credit  of  the  Engineer  and  Contractor  ; it  should  be  borne  in  mind, 
however,  that  like,  or  in  common  with  all  other  human  designs  and 
institutions,  there  is  no  perfect  System  of  Drainage  each  one  having  its  own 
special  difficulties  to  contend  with,  so  that  the  one  adopted  by  the  City 
Sanitary  Authority  cannot  be  expected  to  be  an  exception  to  the  rule,  such 
defects  and  inconveniences,  however,  as  they  arise  will  be  promptly  met 
and  dealt  with,  and  remedied  as  effectually  as  possible.
